■WashlnKtnn, Juno 1R-— Tho Repub- 
lican members of the senate commlt- 
Ue on Cuban relation! finally agreed 
to the acceptance of the Spooner bill, 
providing for reciprocity with Cuba, 
and decided to ask that a conference 
of Republican lenatort be called at 
onee to oonttder ita terma. 

This conclusion waa reached at a 
meeting of the Republican members 
of the committpp. After the meeting 
adjourned the text of the bill waa 
nade public. It la a lubetltute for 
the house bill, and Is as follows: 
"When the republic of Cuba sliall 
have enacted a law or laws establish- 
ing preferential rates of cuatoma du- 
Uee on any or all articles tbe growth 
production or manufacture of the 
United States. Imported Into Cuba, 
which preferential rates shall, in the 
opinion of the president of the United 
States, constitute a satisfactory equiv- 
alent for the reduction hereinafter 
provided in tbe rate of customs duties 
upon articles tbe growth, production 
or manufacture of Cuba, imported 
Into the United States, and he shall 
BO declare by iiniclamation thereuixin 
and thereafter so long as such prefer- 
ential duties shall be continued by the 
government of Cuba, not longer, how 
ever, than five years, the duties 
levied, collected and paid upon such 
articles so exported from Cuba to the 
United States shall be 80 per cent of 
tbe duties specified in the act entitled 
an "Act to provide revenue for the 
government and to < iicourage the in 
dustries of the United States," ap 
prored July 24, 1897, and any amend' 
ment thereof; provided, however, that 
it shall be the duty of the presiiii nt 
to thoroughly investigate, throuKh 
diplomatic and consular representa- 
tives of the United States in Cuba, 
and by such other means as he may 
deem necessar.v to employ for the pur- 
poi^e. whetlier the tariff concessions 
before provided upon articles the 
growth, production or manufacture of 
Cuba substantially Inures, so far as 
the articles ot sugar and tobacco are 
ooncemed to the benefit of the pro- 
ducers- of said articles in Cuba, and 
If tbe president shall be satisfied from 
•uch Investigation that the substan- 
tial benefit of said concession upon 
either of said articles is inuring to 
the purchasers thereof. Individual or 
corporate in the United States, it shall 
be his duty to so declare by proclama- 
tion to that effect and thereupon and 
thereafter so long as said conditions 
■ball continue, there shall be levied 
and collected upon such articles, or 
upon that one of them, as to which 
■aid conditions exist, the rate of duty 
levied and collected by law upon such 
article or articles coming into tbe 
VlUted States from other foreign 
oenntrles."

Chicago, June 18.— Practically dead 
for eight and one-half hours, the heart 
of Bridget Dempsey, a patient in the 
county hospital, has continued to beat 
All action of the respiratory organs of 
the woman have ceased, and the phy- 
sicians in attendance pronounced her 
dead: The heart action, which appar- 
ently had died away, grew stronger a 
few moments afterward and injections 
of nitroglycerin and other stimulants 
and artiflciai respiration were used, 
hut ineffectually. 

still the pulsations of the heart con- 
tinued with regularity, while tbe wo- 
man remained to all other in^eatlons 
lifeless. 

Dr. H. .T. Mustard of the hospital 
staff pronounced the case one of Lan- 
drys paralysis, one of the rarest dis- 
eases known to medical science. The 
disease is primarily paralysis of the 
respiratory organa, which doee not act 
immediately on the heart. 

The dead woman was 21 years old. 
•ad entered the Institution two weeks 
ago to be treated for tubercular men- 
iagitis. .

FBIBIDIHT CLEVELAND 

Delivers an Address to Students mt 
•t. ThnniMS of Vlllan«va. 

rhllailelvhlm, .Ii'tie IS For the first 
time in the United States tbe hon- 
orary degree of doctor of Jurisprud- 
ence was conferred at the AuRustinlan 
College of St Thomas of Villanova. 
The reeipient was former President 
Orover Cleveland, who already had 
the degree of l.L. D. conferred by tne 
Princeton university. The exercises 
were held in the college, Archbishop 
Ryan preaidlng. Mr. and Mn. Cleve- 
land and the other dlstlngiilsbed 
guests lunched at the college after the 
ceremonies. 

Following la an abstract of tbe ad- 
dress of Orover Cleveland at the coi 
lege at St. Thomas of Villanova; 
"This incident prominently suggests 
to my mind the Imperious edict of ed- 
ucation, Which forbids the hindrance 
or disturbance of Its high mission by 
religious discrimination, social Intoler- 
ance or any of the barriers that to 
a greater or less extent sejiaratts civ- 
ilized humanity. The republic of edu- 
cation is based upon Identical aim. 
equal rights In Its opportunity and Im- 
partiality In the distribution of its re- 
wards and honors. This. It seems to 
me. is .Impressively Illustrated when 
the severely Catholic college of St. 
Thomas of Villanova bestows its high- 
est honorary degree upon one not con- 
nected with the management and 
holding an honorary degree in the se- 
verely Protestant Princeton univer- 
sity. It will be a sad day for our na- 
tion when the forces of education and 
the teachers of moral living shall 
cease to strive in unity to leaven tbe 
entire mass of our cltisenshlp, or 
when their Influence In that (lirecfioii 
shall be divided and circumscribed by 
religious and sectarian differences." 

The ex-president then addressed the 
graduates, pointing to some of the du- 
ties and responsibilities tliey were en- 
tering upon and concluded as follows; 
"You may be sure that you will fall 
to meet these obligations if you are 
not constantly and solemnly impress 
ed with tbe conviction that your edu- 
cational advantages are only valuable 
as they better fit you do your d\ity 
to your Ood, to your country and to 
your fellow man."

Castro May Fall. 

Port of Spain, Trinidad. June 18.— 
Owing to the news of an exodus of 
a large number of President Castro s 
supporters from Venezuela, coupled 
with recent defeats aaCered by the 
government, the revolutionists are 
hopeful of overthrowing Castro in the 
ensuing month. Four hundred govern- 
ment troops, who landed at Soro for 
the purpose of retaking Qulra. were 
completely defeated by Oeseral Cor- 
cega. The government lost 70 killed 
and many wounded, besides l.'u men 
Uken priaoB«rs. General Matermy, 
who is marching on Caracas, has 
reached CHriues, en route to Guarlco, 
where reinforcements are awaiting 
the revolutionary leader. Guarlco war. 
recently occupied by a large body of 
revolutionists, a portion of whom are 
Invading Paraboo district under the 
command of General Pedro Condo.

1900. after having hvm out 
of offlce for some years, as a Kepub- 
lican. He Is a veteran of the civil 
war. in which he served as surgeon, 
and is a Orand Army man.

Chicago, June 18. — Rev. John 
Thompson, pastor of Centennial Meth- 
odist church, Rockford. Ills., has de- 
clared that he will never use the title 
of doctor of divinity, which was con- 
ferred on h;m last week by Taylor 
university. "In my judgment. ' said 
the pastor, the degree of doctor of di- 
vinity should be reserved for men 
who have displayed extraordinary 
scholarly attainment, or have accom- 
plished great things in their work. 
The question Is not one to be settled 
by a decision as to whether the school 
Is big enough or whether the man is 
big enotigh. He should he judged by 
himself and not by the diplomas, and 
not the scholarsnips and degrees he 
bears."

CROP CONDITIONS. 



Favarable Prespects Reperted Fraa the 
8tate by the Weather BarfMU 
\>eekly Review. 



[For Week Ending June 17th. | 

Very warm weather prevailed during 
the week, with local showers rather ir- 
regularly distributed. The rainfall was 
generally heaviest in the northern por- 
tion of the State. In localities visite<l by 
good ahoweri the conditiona could not 
have been more favorable, bnt in some 
of the southern and western counties 
crops sutiered severely from drouth. 

^e wheat harvest is progreeaing well 
in the western and south-central coun- 
ties. It will be about a half crop, but of 
quite good quality. 

Corn is making a splendid growth and 
looks quite promising. 

Tobacco baa been injured in the west- 
atn and aouthern sections by drouth and 
the attacks of grasshoppers to quite a 
serious extent, and there are very few 
plants tq replace those killed ; owing to 
these conditions, the acreage, which was 
already considerably abort, wUl be Btill 
further reduced. 

Hay cutting is in progress ; the crop is 
generally light except in north-central 
counties, where it is quite good. 

Oats are heading rather low, and will 
fall short of an average crop. 

Irish potatoes and gardens are gener- 
ally doing quite well.

FLiMiN(iSBDBo, Kv., June 16.— The 
urgent need of Flemingsburg is a stand- 
ard gauge railroad. The narrow gauge is 
too small for the business which is now 
in sight, and which would largely in- 
crease if there was a standard gauge. 
The managers of the road are doing all 
in their power and are reallr accom- 
plishing great things with the limited 
rolling stock at their disposal, but every- 
thing must be transferred to the L. and 
N. at Jobnaon Junction, and this is both 
expensive and slow, delaying shipments 
that ought to go forward promptly. 

There ia a large amount of stuff hanled 
here and to other points in the county 
that would be shipped here direct if it 
could come through witboat transfer, 
and the interest of the business men of 
all classes would be greatly promoted if 
the change could be maiie. 

Just now the staves from the McMath 
& Kelly factory, on Fox creek, are pour- 
ing into the railroad yards at a lively 
rate, there being at present over 250,000 
in the yarda. More than fifteen wagons 
are hauling them here daily. The yards 
are kept full, and only for the shipments 
which are now being made tbaf vodd 
have to quit hauling them here for lopk 
of room. This firm now has more than 
1,000,000 staves ready for market and 
timber out that will maka aavaral mil- 
lions more. 

Immense numbers of large white oak 
logs have been cat tUronghoat the coon* 
ty the paat two montha, and will be ahip- 
ped to the eastern markali aa iaat as 
transportation can be secarad. 

The ootpnt of tlmbar for market waa 
never greater in the county than at pres- 
ent, but the work is growing steadily 
and will be kept up until nearly all the 
iihmense white oak trees which abound 
in Fleming County are felled and shipped 
to foreign markets.
